REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. Claims 2. 4, 7, 17, 22-33 and 41-45 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
art Luce (US 5,464,681) teaches a printed matter having a metallized paper substrate 
and an image is printed on one or both sides of the metallized paper substrate. The 
mettalized surface provides a reflective appearance. Luce does not teach or even fairly 
suggest the claimed height of the printed image, and application of opaque ink before 
mettalizing the paper substrate. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
